Historical  Sketch 


TTN  January,  1902,  Sir  William  C.  Macdonald,  of  Montreal,  authorized 
y  Professor  James  W.  Robertson,  of  Ottawa,  to  lay  before  the  Premier  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  an  offer  of  assistance  to  carry  out  a  plan,  sub¬ 
mitted  at  the  same  time,  for  the  improvement  of  education  at  rural  schools  ; 
and  for  the  establishment  of  courses  of  instruction  aird  training  in  Domestic 
Economy  or  Domestic  Science,  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College. 

This  plan  included  assistance  towards  : — 

(1)  The  establishment  of  a  model  consolidated  rural  school  in  On¬ 

tario  and  one  in  each  of  four  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion. 

(2)  Providing  travelling  instructors  in  Nature  Study  for  groups  of 

rural  schools  in  Ontario  and  other  Provinces. 

(3)  Providing  courses  of  study  and  training  in  Nature  Study  for 

teachers  in  rural  schools. 

(4)  Providing  courses  of  instruction  and  training  in  Domestic 

J^conomy  or  Domestic  Science  for  young  women  from  coun¬ 
try  homes,  and  others,  “  To  the  end  that  they  might  know 
the  relation  of  these  things  to  health  and  comfort  and  might 
observe  those  methods  and  practices  which  make  for  good 
living  in  simple,  clean,  well-kept,  and  beautiful  homes  in  the 
country.” 

In  order  to  give  effect  to  parts  3  and  4  of  the  above  plan,  the  sum  of 
$175,000  was  offered  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  on  certain  conditions,  in 
January,  1902,  and  was  accepted  by  Order-in-Council  of  the  Provincial 
Government  in  March  of  the  same  year.  As  a  result  of  this  magnificent  gift 
there  have  been  erected,  as  a  department  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College, 
at  Guelph,  the  Macdonald  Hall,  a  residence  for  women  students,  and  the 
Macdonald  Institute,  for  the  instruction  of  farmers’  daughters  and  others  in 
Domestic  Science  and  Art,  and  for  equipping  teachers  in  Nature  Study, 
Manual  Training,  and  Home  Economics.  Dr.  James  Mills,  late  President  of 
the  College,  assumed  the  responsibility  of  planning  the  buildings  and  of  dis¬ 
bursing  [all  monies  in  connection  with  their  erection.  The  beautiful  struc¬ 
tures,  well  arranged  and  equipped,  are  the  result  of  his  indomitable  persever¬ 
ance,  excellent  judgment,  and  good  taste.  By  a  liberal  interpretation  of  the 
original  agreement,  the  Province  of  Ontario  undertakes  the  maintenance  of 
these  buildings,  in  perpetuity,  and  provides  instruction  in  the  courses  sug¬ 
gested  above,  with  considerable  extensions  that  have  been  thought  desirable 
in  the  various  departments. 

Nature  Study  is  now  engaging  the  attention  of  educators  at  home  and 
abroad,  both  as  essential  to  a  general  education  and  as  a  preparation  for 
intelligent  agriculture.  To  equip  Canadian  teachers  with  the  necessary 
knowledge  and  skill  for  making  proper  use  of  the  simple  materials  furnished 
by  Nature  is  one  of  the  aims  of  the  Macdonald  Institute. 

In  Manual  Training  thorough  courses  are  given  fm-  teachers  of  this  sub¬ 
ject,  while  wood-carving  and  related  arts  are  taught  in  connection  with  the 
courses  of  the  other  departments. 
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The  Macdonald  Institute 


Domestic  Science  and  Art  are  thoroughly  taught  as  preparatory  to  both 
Housekeeping  and  Teaching.  Courses  of  various  lengths  and  kinds  ai-e  pro¬ 
vided  to  meet  the  needs  of  different  applicants,  and  optional  courses  in 
Dairying,  Gardening,  and  Poultry  Raising  are  offered  to  those  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  Agricultural  College. 

The  Institute  is  provided  with  a  Libi'ary  and  Reading  Room,  suitable  to 
the  needs  of  its  students,  while  the  privileges  and  facilities  of  the  College,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Massey  Library,  are  also  at  their  disposal. 

Macdonald  Hall  will  j)r(^vide  accommodation  for  more  than  one  hundred 
women  students,  who  will  he  under  the  personal  cai-e  of  an  experienced 
Superintendent.  The  Hall  and  Institute  are  situated  side  by  side,  just  north 
of  the  College  campus,  and  overlooking  the  City  of  Guelph. 

The  Macdonald  Consolidated  Rural  School  for  Ontario  is  now  being 
erected  on  an  adjoining  site.  This  School  will  be  a  useful  adjunct  to  the 
Institute,  and  its  classes  will  provide  professional  opportunities  for  teachers 
in  training  in  the  various  Departments. 

The  first  classes  of  the  Institute  were  opened  in  September,  190.3,  although 
the  teaching  building  was  not  completed  until  the  early  months  of  1904. 
Since  then  work  has  been  carried  on  in  all  deparfments  ;  the  total  number  of 
registered  students  being  now  nearly  1.50.  Macdonald  Hall  will  open  for  the 
accommodation  of  women  students  in  September,  1904.

The  Macdonald  Institute,  through  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  is 
affiliated  with  Toronto  University,  and  the  work  of  the  above  classes  will  be 
recognized  pro  tcnito  in  the  courses  leading  to  the  University  degree  in 
Household  Science. 


Terms  of  Admission. 

A.  Students  from  all  the  Provinces  or  Territories  of  the  Dominion  are 

admitted  on  equal  tei'ins,  except  in  the  case  of  scholarships  in 
Nature  Study,  as  desciTbed  on  page  9. 

B.  For  Teachers. 

The  (pialifications  recpnred  for  Entrance  lo  the  Normal  Courses  of  one 
year,  in  Nature  Study,  Manual  Training  or  Domestic  Science,  is  a  Profes¬ 
sional  Normal  Teacher’s  t Certificate. 

The  qualifications  required  for  entrance  to  a  two  years’  Normal  Course 
in  Domestic  Science  or  Domestic  Art,  is  that  of  the  .Junior  Matricnlation  or 
the  Junior  Leaving  Examination,  or  a  standing  adjudged  equivalent  to 
these.  It  is  possible  that  after  1904-05  oidy  teachers  hohling  Normal  Certifi¬ 
cates  will  be  eligible  for  entrance  to  the  Noi-mal  Course  in  Domestic 
Science,  and  this  course  may  lie  extended  lieyond  the  one  year  which  is  now 
reipnred  of  such  teachers. 

Any  actual  teacher  is  eligible  for  the  sh  n-tei-  courses  in  Nature  Study  or 
in  Home  Economics. 

C.  For  Those  not  Intending  to  Teach. 

Ap])licants  for  the  various  courses  in  Housekeeping  must  present  at 
h'ast  a  High  School  Enti-ance  Certificate,  or  pass  an  examination  satisfactory 
to  t  he  staff  on —

Application. 

Application  for  entrance  to  any  of  the  courses  in  the  Macdonald  Institute 
should  be  made  by  filling  out  the  blank  form  of  infoi  ination  and  application, 
which  may  be  had  upon  request,  and  returning  it  to  the  Dean  with  the  re¬ 
quired  certificate  of  moral  character  and  ability.  If  such  application  is 
satisfactory  the  applicant  will  receive  notice  of  acceptance  as  a  student. 
All  general  correspendence,  inquiries,  and  applications  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Dean. 


Registration, 

Students  are  required  to  present  themselves  for  registration  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  term  or  of  the  College  year,  as  the  case  may  be.  Enrol¬ 
ment  at  a  later  date  is  permitted  only  to  those  who  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  Dean,  good  cause  for  the  delay  being  shown. 


Fees,  Etc. 

For  all  regular  courses  : 


Tuition— $10.00  per  term. 
Laboratory — $5.00  per  term. 


The  fees  for  students  taking  optional  courses  ai-e  graded  according  to  the 
classes  chosen,  but  always  so  as  to  be  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$15.00  per  term. 

Contingency  Deposit— Every  student,  old  and  new,  must  at  the  time 
of  entrance  make  a  contingency  deposit  to  cover  breakages,  fines,  etc.,  for  a 
course  of  more  than  three  months,  $5.00  each  ;  all  other  students,  $2.00 
each.  This  deposit  is  not  refunded  till  the  time  of  final  settlement,  when  the 
student  is  leaving  the  College. 


Note — For  information  as  to  cost  of  board,  etc.,  see  page  23. 

Cost  per  Term — The  net  cost  for  board,  washing,  and  fees  may  be 
estimated  at  about  $60.00  per  term  of  three  months. 

Note  regarding  Fees— There  is  no  refund  of  fees  to  students  for  any 
cause  other  than  personal  illness,  nor  to  those  who  are  dismissed  for  neglect 
of  work  or  violation  of  rules. 

Pay’ment — The  Bursar  will  be  in  the  Dean’s  office  at  the  beginning  of 
each  term  to  receive  all  tuition  and  laboratory  fees.  Contingency  deposits 
are  received  by  the  Dean.

Cou’Kos  in  Nature  Study  and  School  Gardenini^  ai-e  offered  to  actual 
teachiM's  as  a  preparation  for-  this  important  branch  of  Kducation.  Such 
courses  ai'e  of  two  kinds,  as  outlined  below. 


Three  Months’  Courses. 

ft  was  provided  by  the  original  agreement  with  Sir  William  (k  Macdon¬ 
ald  that  five  1‘ural  teachers  from  each  of  the  older  Provinces  of  the  Domin¬ 
ion  should  be  entitled  to  a  three  months’  course  in  Nature  Study  without 
])aynient  of  fees  for  a  period  of  three  years.  At  the  same  time,  a  fund  was 
]u-ovided,  from  which  such  teachers  will  receive  dui-ing  the  first  year 
11)04-0.5)  5  cents  per  mile  towards  travelling  expenses,  and  $25.00  to  every 
approved  teacher  who  has  taken  a  full  course  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Pi  esident  and  the  Dean.  It  was  expected  that  the  Governments  of  the  various 
Provinces  would  supplement  this  assistance  by  granting  aid  to  worthy 
teachei's  wishing  to  take  such  a  course. 

The  expectation  has  been  fully  realized  by  the  recent  action  of  the 
various  Governments.  In  this  way  there  have  been  offered  for  the  term 
beginning  September  13th,  1904,  the  following  scholarships  for  teachers  of 
rural  schools  : 

Nova  Scotia,  8;  New  Brunswick,  8:  Prince  Edward  Island,  5;  Quel)ec,  5; 
Ontario,  14,  making  a  total  of  40.  Of  this  number  about  one-cpiarter  will 
be  offered  to  men  receiving  .$75.00  each,  and  about  three-quarters  to  women 
receiving  $50.00  each,  so  that  these  teachei's  will  receive  from  .$75.00  to  $100 
each  in  addition  to  the  mileage  allowance  for  travelling  expenses. 

Since  there  are  no  fees  or  other  charges,  except  for  board  and  lodging 
this  will  allow  a  large  number  of  teachers  to  take  advantage  of  this  instruc¬ 
tion  without  pecuniary  cost  to  themselves. 

The  appointments  to  these  scholarships  will  be  made  by  a  Gommittee, 
acting  with  the  Minister  or  Superintendent  of  Education  in  each  of  the 
Provinces  concerned.  Impnries  for  further  information,  or  applications  for 
appointment,  should  be  addressed  to  the  Departments  of  Education  of  the 
I'espective  provinces  mentioned  above. 

This  course  will  aim  es|)ecially  to  pre])are  teachei'S  to  take  up  Nature 
Study  with  their  pu])ils,  in  connection  with  a  School  Garden  and  to  deal 
with  the  simpler  aspects  of  general  Nature  Study.  It  is  open  to  actual 
teacheis;  except  that  those  not  appointed  to  scholarships  as  above  will  be 
i'e(piired  to  pay  the  regular  fee  as  shown  on  ]iage  8. 

In  some  of  the  Provinces  a  special  grant  is  ])aid  by  the  Government  to 
schools  which  take  up  work  of  this  kind,  under  instructors  who  are  pi'operly 
(pialificMl,  This  bonus  may  be  divided  between  the  teachei*  and  the 
school.  In  such  case  it  is  exi^ected  that  the  successful  completion  of  the 
above  course  will  be  accepted  as  the  teacher’s  (pialification,  and  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  similar  regulations  will  be  adopted  in  all  of  the  Provinces.

Teachers’  Normal  Course  of  One  Year. 

A  more  advanced  course  of  a  similar  nature  and  extending  over  a  full  Col¬ 
lege  year  is  given  to  teachers  who  wish  to  ([ualify  as  specialists  in  this  Depart¬ 
ment.  Only  teachers  holding  permanent  Professional  Certificates  are  eligible 
for  entrance.  The  aim  is  to  provide  instructors  fitted  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
Natiu'e  Study  and  School  Gardens  in  a  group  of  Rural  Schools,  in  a  large 
Consolidated  School,  or  in  an  Agricidtural  High  School. 


Courses  of  Study  and  Practice. 

The  work  will  he  selected  from  the  following  outlines  as  modified  hy 
natural  conditions  and  the  needs  of  the  various  classes. 

School  gardens  will  receive  much  attention,  and  other  topics  will  be 
dealt  with  very  largely  in  relation  to  these.

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The  followinp^  i-ep^ulations  of  the  Education  Department  are  inserted  for 
the  benefit  of  those  desiring  to  teach  Manual  Training  in  the  Public  Scliools 
of  Ontario. 


REGULATIONS— MANUAL  TRAINING. 

Education  Department  of  Ontario. 

Approved  by  Order-in-Council. 


1.  Subject  to  the  conditions  herein  mentioned,  the  Macdonald  Institute, 
Guelph,  shall  be  the  only  institution  recognized  by  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  training  of  teachers  in  Manual  Training. 

2.  The  Macdonald  Institute  shall  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Education  Department,  suitable  courses  of  study  as  well  as  adequate  accom¬ 
modation,  equipment  and  instruction  for  students  desiring  to  become 
teachers  of  Manual  Training. 

3.  Any  person  holding  at  least  a  second-class  certificate  from  one  of  the 
Normal  Schools,  who  completes  satisfactorily  a  one  year’s  course  at  the 
Macdonald  Institute,  shall  be  awarded  a  Teacher’s  certificate  in  Manual 
Training. 

4.  Any  graduate  of  the  Normal  College,  who  coni})letes  satisfactoi-ily  a 
one  year’s  course  at  the  Macdonald  Institute,  shall  be  awarded  a  teacher’s 
certificate  as  a  Specialist  in  Manual  Training. 

5.  Any  person  holding  a  certificate  from  the  Macdonald  Institute  as  a 
teacher  of  Manual  Training  shall  be  qualified  to  have  charge  of  a  department 
of  Manual  Training  under  any  High,  Public  or  Separate  School  Board. 

6.  No  grant  shall  be  paid  by  the  Government  towai'ds  a  department  of 
Manual  Training  unless  the  teacher  who  has  charge  of  such  department  is 
duly  qualified  as  herein  provided. 

7.  A  certificate  as  a  Teacher  of  Manual  Training  or  as  a  Sjiecialist  in  the 
same  department  shall  give  no  qualification  to  teach  any  of  the  other  sub¬ 
jects  of  the  Public  or  High  School  curriculum. 

8.  These  provisions  shall  not  affect  any  ]>erson  who  is  now  in  charge  of  a 
department  of  Manual  Training  in  any  High,  Public  or  Separate  School,  or 
who  may  be  api^ointed  by  the  Boar-d  concerned  before  the  1st  of  September, 
1901 ;  it  i)eing  understood,  that  such  jjersons  shall  have  qualifications  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  Minister  of  Education.

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Department  of  Home  Economics 


The  D(‘pa.rtiiiei]t,  of  Home  E(*onomics  affords  opportunity  for  training 
in  those  subjects  which  })ertain  especially  to  the  life  in  the  home.  The  pro¬ 
fessional  courses  j^rovide  preparation  for  those  who  desire  to  teach  the 
special  subjects  of  Domestic  Science,  Domestic  Ai-t,  or  Sewing,  and  for 
those  who  wish  to  become  pi-ofessional  Housekeepers.  The  non-professional 
courses  pi'ovide  training  in  vaiious  branches  of  home  work  for  those  who 
desire  to  meet  more  intelligently  the  problems  of  the  home  maker,  whether 
as  supervdsoi's  or  as  jiractical  workei-s. 


A  CooKiNU  Class. 


This  dej)artment  occu])ies  the  first  floor  of  the  Institute.  It  has  two 
school  kitchens,  a  practice  kitchen,  and  a  school  laundiy,  ecpiipped  for  indi¬ 
vidual  student  work;  an  ajiai-tment  with  hed-rooms,  bathroom,  living  i-oom, 
kitchen,  etc.,  for  j)ractical  work  in  Housekeeping;  a  lecture  room;  and 
rooms  thoroughly  eipiipjied  for  sewing,  millinery  and  dressmaking.  The 
('heniistry  is  carried  on  in  the  Chemical  building  of  the  (.'ollege,  and  the 
Bacteriology  course  in  the  Bacteriology  luiilding  of  the  ('ollege.

I,  Normal  Courses  in  Domestic  Science,  Two  Years. 


Leading  to  Macdonald  Institute  Certificate  in  Domestic  Science. 

The  Noi  inal  course  in  Domestic  Science  aims  to  lay  thoroughly  a  foun¬ 
dation  for  the  special  work  of  teaching  Domestic  Science  in  the  schools  of 
our  country. 

Candidates  for  entrance  must  he  at  least  18  years  of  age  and  must  have 
passed  the  Junior  Leaving  or  Junior  Matricidation  examination  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  or  must  possess  qualifications  adjudged  equal  to  the 
above  standard.  Candidates  who  are  graduates  of  the  Ontario  Normal 
College,  or  hold  a  Professional  Second-class  Teacher’s  Certificate,  are  eligible 
for  entrance  to  the  Senior  year  of  this  cours('.  Only  those  having  a  practical 
aquaintance  with  the  various  branches  of  Housekeeping,  and  who  have 
taken  a  course  in  Chemistry,  are  recommended  toattempt  the  work  in  one 
year.

Leadixo  to  Mac  donald  Institute  Certificate  in  Plain  Sewing. 

The  Noi  iiial  Course  in  Plain  Sewing  provides  prepai  ation  for  those  who 
desire  to  teacdi  tlie  subject  of  Plain  Sewing.  It  is  especially  designed  to 
meed  the  demand  for  puhlic  school  teachers  capable  of  teaching  plain  sew¬ 
ing  to  classes  of  school  girls. 

Candidates  foi*  entrance  to  this  course  must  he  Puhlic  School  Teachers 
of  experienc-e,  and  must  present  some  article  in  evidence  of  their  ability  in 
sewing.

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III.  Professional  Housekeepers’  Course. 

Leading  to  the  Macdonald  Institute  Diploma  in  Housekeeping. 

Tlie  Professional  Housekeepers’  Course  is  designed  to  aid  those  women 
who  desire  to  become  mati*ons  and  skilled  housekeepers.  It  gives  training 
in  practical  work,  in  household  oi-ganization,  and,  so  far  as  the  time  will 
permit,  in  the  sciences  clo.sely  related  to  the  problems  of  the  housekeeper. 
The  course  cannot  give  extended  professional  experience,  but  the  students 
will  be  given  opportunity  to  investigate  the  working  of  Macdonald  Hall,  in 
order  that  they  may  study  the  characteristics  which  make  for  efficiency. 

Applicants  for  this  course  must  be  mature  women  in  sound  health,  with 
executive  ability  and  with  sufficient  education  to  do  readily  the  necessary 
marketing  and  office  work,  and  with  considerable  experience  in  pi-actical 
housework.  Examination  standards  are  not  exacted,  hut  candidates  for 
entrance  are  expected  to  give  evidence  that  they  are  qualified  for  the  work 
of  the  course. 

The  course  is  open  to  a  limited  number  only,  and  will  be  withdrawn  if 
there  are  fewer  than  four  applicants. 

The  course  opens  only  in  September,  and  the  diploma  is  granted  as  soon 
as  the  student  shows  her  professional  efficiency. 


IV.  Non-Professional  Housekeeper’s  Course.  One  Year. 

Leading  to  Macdonald  Institute  Certificate  in  Housekeeping. 


The  Non-Professional  Housekeeper’s  course  affords  opportunity  for 
training  in  the  subjects  which  especially  concern  the  home  maker.  It  em¬ 
braces  all  lines  of  practical  housework  and  is  designed  to  lay  a  foundation 
that  will  enable  the  home  maker  to  meet  intelligently  the  varied  demands 
of  every  day  life  and  household  administration. 

Candidates  for  this  course  must  be  at  least  seventeen  years  of  age,  must 
have  a  good  elementary  education,  must  he  able  to  express  themselves  in 
fair  English,  and  have  an  available  knowledge  of  elementary  arithmetic. 

This  course  opens  only  in  September.

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V.  Short  Course  in  Domestic  Science. 

One  Term  (Three  months). 

The  Shoi-t  Coin-se  in  Domestic  Science  is  designed  especially  for  those 
who  do  not  wish  to  spend  more  than  one  term  at  the  Institute.  It  does  not 
aim  to  cover  the  ground  of  the  longer  couivses,  and  provides  training  chiefly 
in  practical  work,  hut  is  thorough  as  far  as  it  goes. 

t'andidates  for  this  course  must  be  at  least  seventeen  y^^ars  of  age.  No 
examinations  are  held  in  connection  with  this  course,  and  no  certificates  are 
awarded.

Sucb  students  are  also 
warned  that  the  time-tables  of  the  long  courses  are  apt  to  be  disturbed 
towai-ds  the  close  of  the  year.  These  options  may  be  withdi-awn  in  case  the 
number  applying  is  small.

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Dress,  Aprons,  Towels,  etc..  Required  by  Students  of  the 
Domestic  Science  Department. 

*Dresses — For  work  in  the  kitchen,  etc.  (Two) :  These  dresses  are  to  he  made 
of  hlue  dress  Holland,  after  the  style  of  Bntterick  pattern 
No.  7407,  for  the  year  1904.  They  must  clear  the  ground  at  least 
one  inch,  should  have  ordinary  shirt  waist  collar  bands,  and  be 
loose  enough  to  permit  the  wearing  of  a  long-sleeved  flannel 
underneath  in  the  winter. 

Samples  of  the  Holland  will  be  mailed  upon  request.  It  can  be  purchased 
in  the  City  of  Guelph. 

Aprons. 

1.  For  cooking  classes,  etc.  Four  white  aprons.  These  must  be  made 
of  white  cotton,  heavy  lawn  or  linen,  and  without  trimming, 
strings  or  shoulder  pieces,  but  with  hih,  and  straps  over  the 
shoulders  fastened  at  the  waist.

The  following  regulations  of  ihe  Education  Depai-tment  are  inserted  for 
the  benefit  of  those  desiring  to  teach  Domestic  Science  in  the  Public  Schools 
of  Ontario. 


IIEGULATIONS— HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE. 
Education  Department  of  Ontario. 

Approved  by  Order-in-Council. 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  mentioned,  no  certificate  to 
teach  Household  Science  shall  he  awarded  after  September  1st.  1901,  to  any¬ 
one  who  does  not  hold  at  least  Junior  Leaving  or  Junior  Matriculation 
standing. 

2.  All  institutions  whose  graduates  may  he  recognized  as  teachers  of 
Household  Science  shall  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Education  De¬ 
partment,  suitable  courses  of  study  as  well  as  adecpiate  accommodation, 
e<pii])ment  and  instruction,  for  students  preparing  to  become  teachers  in 
this  department. 

8.  Every  student  who  desires  to  become  a  teacher  of  Household  Science 
must  take  a  two  years’  course  of  study  in  the  department,  but  any  person 
holding,  at  least,  a  certificate  from  one  of  the  Normal  Schools  who  completes 
satisfactorily  a  one  year’s  course  shall  he  awarded  a  teacher’s  certificate  in 
Household  Science. 

4.  Any  graduate  of  the  Normal  Lollege  who  conqiletes  satisfactorily  a 
one  year’s  course  at  one  of  the  recognized  institutions  for  the  training  of 
teachers  in  Household  Science  shall  be  awarded  a  teacher’s  certificate  as  a 
Specialist  in  this  depai  tment. 

5.  Anv  person  holding  a  certificate  to  teach  Household  Science  granted 
by  the  Education  Department  shall  he  ([ualified  to  have  charge  of  a  depart¬ 
ment  of  Household  Science  under  any  High,  Public  or  Separate  School 
Board. 

0.  Certificates  as  teachers  of  Hous(du)ld  Science  shall  give  no  legal  qual¬ 
ification  to  teach  any  of  the  other  subjects  of  the  school  curriculum. 

7.  No  grant  shall  he  ])aid  by  the  Government  towards  a  department  of 
Household  Science  unless  the  teacher  who  has  charge  of  such  department  is 
duly  (lualified  as  herein  provided. 

8  These  provisions  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  teachers  already  in 
charge  of  the  department  of  Household  Science  or  to  students  jireparing  to 
he  teachei's  of  the  subject  who  have  been  enrolled  before  the  date  of  these 
regulations.

It  contains  vai-ious 
public  rooms,  gymnasium,  dining-room,  music  rooms,  bed  rooms,  hath- 
i-ooms,  etc.,  with  amjile  accomiiiodation  for  the  woi'king  staff.  The  Supei- 
intendent  will  control  the  students  in  rc'sidence,  will  (lirect  tin*  social  life, 
and  will  do  her  utmost  to  make  the  Hall  a  real  home. 

Board,  Bodging',  Etc. 

The  charges  for  hoard,  lodging,  and  one  dozen  pieces  of  laundry  is  for

The  Bursar  will  be  iu  the  office  at  stated  times  to  receive  payment  of 
the  above  charges.  They  must  be  paid  strictly  in  advance,  and  may  be  for 
the  whole  term,  or  for  four  weeks  at  a  time. 

Opportunity  will  be  given  a  limited  number  of  students,  by  service  in 
the  house,  to  defray  a  part  of  their  expenses.  In  such  cases,  arrangements 
must  be  made  with  the  Superintendent. 

No  allowance  is  made  on  board  for  absence  of  less  than  one  week  for 
any  cause  other  than  ])ersonal  illness. 

Men  will  board  outside,  and  women  may  do  so  if  they  wish.  The  rates 
for  board  and  lodging  in  th<^  City,  or  near  the  College,  are  from  $3  00  to 
$3.50  per  week. 


Assignment  of  Rooms. 

Students  who  wish  to  live  in  the  Hall,  should  write  to  Mrs.  Fvdler  and 
make  arrangements  for  a  room  as  soon  as  their  application  for  entrance  to 
the  Institute  has  been  accepted.  Every  endeavor  will  be  made  to  meet  the 
wishes  of  students  regarding  the  assignment  of  rooms,  but  no  rooms  will  be 
reserved  after  2  p.  m.  of  the  opening  day. 

Room  Furniture. 

Each  bedroom  is  furnished  with  a  closet,  bed,  mattress,  blankets,  and 
counterpane  for  each  student,  and  with  a  bureau,  washstand  and  table,  two 
chairs,  and  the  necessary  bed-room  china.

All  articles  sent  to  the  laimdry  must  be  clearly  and  plainly  marked  with 
good  indelible  ink,  the  initials  of  the  Christian  name  and  the  full  surname, 
in  easily  legible  letters  on  every  piece. 

The  laundry  will  be  open  at  certain  times  each  week  for  the  convenience 
of  residents  who  may  wish  to  do  extra  washing  and  ironing  for  themselves. 

General  Rules, 

Each  student  is  expected  to  render  cheei-ful  and  willing  obedience  to 
orders;  to  conduct  herself  iu  an  orderly  manner  at  all  times,  and  to  observe 
neatness  of  dress  everywhere. 

Each  student  is  required  to  make  her  bed  and  put  her  room  in  order 
daily,  and  to  keep  her  room  in  order  always.  The  room  is  subject  to  inspec¬ 
tion  at  any  time. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  systematic  physical  exercise,  either  in 
the  open  air  or  in  the  gymnasium.  The  form  of  exercise  to  be  arranged 
with  and  reported  to  the  Superintendent. 

No  student  whose  conduct  or  progress  is  unsatisfactory  will  be  allowed 
to  remain  in  residence. 

Further  regulations  as  to  attendance  at  lectures,  hours  of  study,  dormi¬ 
tories,  dining  room,  etc.,  will  be  issued  as  required.
